Deportation Of Jews 
By USSR Confirmed 


NEW YORK,—The N. Y. 
TIMES, in a _ dispaten from 
Athens, reported this week that 
some 20,000 Jewish nationals 
have been shifted to the Far East 
from border areas along the Eur- 
opean frontier of the Soviet 
Union. | 

The dispatch said the shifts 
were part of an accelerated pro- 
fram by the Soviet Union “of 
rendering militarily secure’ its 
border areas along its European 
and Near Eastern frontiers by 
deporting non-Slavic elements to 
the extreme north and to Asia.” 

The dispatch said that re- 
liable information had been re-

Byelorussia, on .the Soviet 
Union’s western border is under 
way now.

UJA Asks Suspension 
Of Capital Fund Plans 
In 50 Local Budgets 


WASHINGTON—An emergency conference of the United Jew- 
ish Appeal, after hearing lagging 1949 contributions had brought a 
crisis in Israel, voted this week to ask all U. S. Jewish communi- 
ties to refrain from making commitments for capital fund outlays 
in 1950 planning. 

In so doing, the UJA set the stage for resumption of a long- 
time struggle on the issue of how much of the money collected in 
the big annual drives should be set aside for local needs, particu- 
larly for such items as repair, expansion and new construction of 
local Jewish institutions. 

Involved in that struggle is the steadily intensified fight of the 
local communities for greater freedom in deciding how the funds 
they collect for the. UJA should be spent. (NJP July 1). 

The 800 delegates from 34 states, in phrasing their appeal, asked 
that all such commitments be postponed until after the next na- 
ional convention of the UJA. The date for that was set for Nov. 25. 

The request was stated strictly as an appeal. The Post was told 
that no effort was made at the conclave to propose specific meet- 
ings with local community representatives on the issue. 

The delegates were told that a serious dollar crisis had devel- 
oped. In the first eight months of this year, they were told, the 
cash received totalled $84,189,698. In the same period last year, the 
amount of cash was more than $122,000,000. 

In part, the crisis was one of a lag between pledges and actual 
cash payments on the pledges. In part, it was an anticipated sub- 
stantial drop in total contributions in the 1949 drive. 

For both 1948 and 1949, the national quota was set at $250,000,- 
000. Last year, $150,000,000 was raised. Estimates of the final total 
for this year have ranged from $90,000,000 to $120,000,000. 

The delegates approved plans to deal with both causes of the 
crisis. 

To deal with the lag in payment of pledges, the conference 
approved a plan to send flying squads of communal leaders to 
strategic parts of the country to step up remittances of cash 
to the UJA. 

Local communities also were urged to borrow from all possible 
sources on existing pledges. 

To increase total collections, the conference asked that as many 
communities as possible, which have finshed spring campaigns, to 
stage a second campaign. Most of the U. S. Jewish communities 
hold their annual campaign before the summer. 

All speakers at the conference emphasized that Israel faced 
disaster if the current lag in contributions continued.

EQUAL STATUS WITH ISRAEL GOV'T 


M* MEIR GROSSMAN, head of the economic Department of 
the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem, in several articles in the 
Day, claimed for the Jewish Agency for Palestine sovereign rights 
in Israel equal to those of the Government. The respective juris- 
diction, he argues, ought to be divided between the 
two bodies roughly in the same manner as between 
the Federal and State Authorities in the United 
States.

Mr. Grossman is an extremely able observer and analyst and, no 
doubt, his views are sincere. But there are two facts which tend to 
make him somewhat biased: one, his high position in the Jewish 
Agency; two, the fact that he is a leader of a party which failed to 
get a single deputy elected to the Knesset but still musters some 
strength in countries ouside of Israel. 

I heard arguments similar to the ones advanced by Mr. Grossman 
even before I read his articles. They are usually expressed by Gen- 
eral Zionists of the Right wing, who have little strength and little 
able leadership in Israel, but who hope to muster strength outside of 
Israel and who, until lately, had an able and dynamic leadership in 
Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver and Dr. Emanuel Neumann. 

The arguments do not stand up to factual examination. 

No Jewish organization in the world represents the majority 
of the Jewish people. The World Zionist Organization, at the height 
of its popularity, managed to enlist the support of the overwhelming 
mass of the Jews for its basic aims. But that was only as regards 
sentiment. Organizationally, the number of registered Zionists in 
America, which has the largest Jewish community in the world, is 
only a little greater than the number of registered voters in Israel. 
A registered Zionist is, after all, only a sympathizer living abroad, 
who is, at most, an active and emotionaly involved sympathizer. He 
cannot be compared with a citizen of Israel, whose fate, whose life, 
and limb and whose family are tied up with the State. 

Of the registered Zionists the vast majority are not today 
prospective immigrants to Israel. The quarter of a million mem- 
bers of Hadassah and the quarter of a million members of the 
ZOA are not packing their trunks. Nor are American Labor 
Zionists on the move. 



















































































There are about a million Jews on the move to Israel. But most 
of them are in the Moslem countries and in Eastern Europe. Their 
representation in the councils of the Jewish Agency and of the 
World Zionist Organization is insignificant. 

The Jewish Agency for Palestine is, in fact, the Executive of the 
World Zionist Organization. Since 1930 it is supposed to include, in 
addition to Zionist representatives, also representatives of non-Zion- 
ist organizations who are willing to help in the upbuilding of Pales- 
tine. 

* 

THREE MAIN ELEMENTS WERE REPRESENTED in the Jew- 
ish Agency before May 14, 1948: most of the Jews in Palestine; pros-: 
pective immigrants; and registered sympathizers abroad. 

With the proclamation of the State of Israel, the element which 
is most vitally concerned and interested became the citizens of the 
new state and the most important section of the Agency became the 
Government of Israel; whether Jews of Turkey and Morocco and Po- 
land would rather be represented by the Jewish Agency or the Govy- 
ernment of Israel, has not been ascertained. Officially the rump 
Jewish Agency still represents the registered sympathizers abroad. 
But even in this respect one cannot disregard the radical changes 
which have taken place in the legal position of the Jewish Agency 
and in the sentiments of the Jewish masses all over the world since 
the emergence of the State. 

The Jewish Agency derived its international legal status from 
the existence of the League of Nations Mandate over Palestine admin- 
istered by Great Britain. During the discussion of the Palestine 
question at the United Nations, the UN Assembly invited the Jewish 
Agency to present and argue the Jewish side, thus according the 
Jewish Agency greater recognition than it had ever enjoyed either by 
the British Government or by the League oi Nations. But that only

Listing these two concepts of 
Zionism as antithetical, Zuker- 
man said that Rabbi Silver’s 
conception was “based on the 
American humanitarian princi- 
ple of helping Jews in other 
countries who have no home 
of their own and need help in 
establishing one.” 

“He is quite right in saying 
that such a philanthropic aim 
and task can in no way inter- 
fere with one’s loyalty to Amer- 
jea,” Zukerman added, in argu- 
ing that no charge of dual loyalty 
could be laid against a U.S. Jew- 
ish Zionist who accepted that con- 
cept. 

Getting It Straight 

“Ben-Gurion’s Zionism is a 
European nationalistic ideology 
which claims that Jews are one 
and indivisible people no matter 
where they live and that Israel 
is their home,” Zukerman said, 
to clarify the antithesis. “All 
other homes are just temporary 
inns where they remain as guests 
and aliens until they are ‘re- 

deemed’ from the Exile.” 

Zukerman concluded that “the 
two distinct types of Zionism 
have never been more clearly 
stated.” 

“The signifiance of Dr. Silver’s 
article,’ Zukerman said, “con- 
sists in the fact that he, the out- 


standing leader of American 
Zionism, came out definitely, 
clearly and unequivocally for 


American philanthropic Zionism 
and has by implication repudi- 
ated the European concept of na- 
tionalism, at least as far as Am- 
erican Zionism is concerned.” 

Zukerman argued that what 
Dr. Silver said in the article was 
that the U.S. Jewisn Zionist is 
a friend of Israel who wants to 
help the new State to become 
“a happy home for other Jews 
who have no home of their own. 
Such a Zionist certainly can be 
a most loyal American.” 

Dr. Silver’s answer was in re- 
ply to an attack by Alfred Lil- 
ienthal of Washington. 

The JWNS editor even saw 
Lilienthal “himself and the Am- 
erican Council for Judaism” as 
subscribing to the theory. 

“Their quarrel has always been 
with the nationalistic Zionist, 
hot with the humanitarian phil- 
anthropist. Dr. Silver has made 
an important move in the non- 
nationalistic direction, apart from 
making a considerable contribu- 
tion to the clarification of tne 
generation-old question of double 
loyalty.” 

The JWNS editor saw another

“still greater significance” in Dr. 
Silver’s statement, asserting that 
the two concepts exist in Zionist 
movements allover the world, 
including the United States. 

He said U.S. Zionism started 
as a humanitarian relief move- 
ment 50 years ago, and then 
gradually became “under the 
stress of Polisn anti-Semitism, of 
German Nazism and of the rise 
of general nationalism all over 
Europe heavily mixed with the 
nationalistic brew.” 

He said that in the US. the 
two trends have been fighting 
for dominance and that until 
recently the nationalist Zion- 
ists were dominant. 

“Even now nationalism is still 
strongly entrenched in _ official 
and unofficial quarters of the 
Zionist movement and _ national- 
istic fanaticism runs high,” he 

said. 

One of the main causes of the 
change, Zukerman said, was in 
rebirth of Israel and the polit- 
ical, organization and ideological 
changes in Zionism it had brou- 
ght. 

“Zionism is dead,” he said. “It 
died a natural death by accomp- 
lishing its purpose and realizing 
its aim. But it has left two heirs 
to take its place. One the State 
of Israel and the second 
is a bumptious Jewish national- 
ism which, like all young and 
successful nationalisms, is ag- 
gressive, expansionist and seeks 
to extend its sphere of influence 
outside its own frontiers.” 

He said it was “this new na- 
tionalism, invigorated by a first- 
class victory, not the State of 
Israel, that represents a danger 
to American and other Jews.” 

If it succeeded, Zukerman 
said, it “can demoralize Amer- 
ican Jewry within one gener- 
ation and undermine its politi- 
cal position even more than was 
the case with British Jewry.” 

“Fortunately, events of the 

past 12 months have supplied 
enough proof that American 
Jews, even Zionists, are too in- 
dependent to be satellites. Dr. 
Silver’s and Neumann’s stand 
last summer when they resigned 
from the Jewisn Agency rather 
than take orders from Tel Aviv, 
was one such proof. The second 
is the article in Reader’s Digest,” 
he said.

I Think As I Please 


WAGES AND PRICES MEAN MORE | 
TO AVERAGE ISRAELI THAN POLITICS

T the intersection of Rothschild Boulevard and Allenby Road, 
just behind the soda kiosk and newspaper stand, is a small 
clearing in the park where, at almost any hour of the day or night 


one can find small clusters of conversing men.

here. Around these benches the strategy of the war 
was planned, and in this same spot the future of the 
country is being determined. They take themselves 
very seriously, the members of this unofficial little 
parliament, but much can be learned about the mood 
of the country from their heated controversies. 


One observation might be made about the language in which 
they speak. Talking about the Americans at Kfar Blum, and their 
desire to learn Hebrew, a friend said to me: 

“They talk Hebrew in the fields, and in the dining hall, but the 
real test comes in the shower. There they let all restraint go, act 
natural—and talk English to each other.” 

Somewhat similarly, the park bench debates get started in He- 
brew, but when logic begins to falter, or an excited point must be 
made without the delay of a single moment, many of the partici- 
pants launch into Yiddish—and the prose flows like a torrent.

IT IS SIGNIFICANT THAT almost all these amateur legislators 


deal with economic matters. 


Not the peace discussions at Lausanne, 
not the problem of Sabbath observance, 


not the sessions of the 


United Nations—but jobs, wages, prices form the subject of conver- 
sation, and in this respect the sidewalk statesmen accurately re- 
flect the interests of the great majority of the people. 

Whereas the American Jew follows the news from Israel largely 
in terms of military, political, industrial or commercial activity, in 


their broadest aspects, 


the Israeli citizen is interested most of all 


in the cost of living, in the price of meat, in take-home wages, in 


unemployment. 


Of course everybody is worried about the possible re-admis- 


sion of Arab refugees, but 
concern. The fate of Jerusalem 
disturbs every Israeli, but the 
lowering of wages, even slightly, 
affects more people eventually. 

The greatest interest, then, is 
in the elementary economics of 
what we would call making a 
hving, and on this score there 
are common concerns which cut 
across all party lines. Thus the 
government’s fixing of food prices 
receives the same reaction from 
every stratum of the farm popu- 
lation. Kibbutz members of the 
left and of the far left used al- 
most the same language in criti- 
cizing the government’s food con- 
trols as did the private little 
farmer and the plantation owner 
on the political right As farmers 
they found themselves on com- 
mon ground with common inter- 
ests.

ker, members of a labor party, 
are not the same—indeed, are 
often in conflict with the interests 
of the kibbutz farmer who is a 
member of the same party. The 
one wants food prives low and 
salaries high. The other insists 
on high prices for food, and low 
prices on manufactured goods 
(which means low city salaries). 

This may sound like elementary 
economics, but the party system 
of the country hinges on such 
things, and it would not surprise 
me in the least to see a farm 
party emerge to represent the in- 
terests of all Israeli agriculture, 
both socialist and private. After 
all, the present political parties 
were formed when Zionism was 
still in its theoretical stage. 

Closely allied to this economic 
problem is the question of private 
capital and its role in the coun- 
try.

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The Editor’s Chair 

I LEFT THE Conservative 
rabbis at the Concord Hotel at 
Lake Kiamesha, New York, this 
summer the day before it closed. 
It was a_ difficult decision to 
make. The most important ses- 
sion—that on change within the 
the Conservative movement—was 
to take place the last day; yet if 
I didn’t avail myself of the op- 
portunity for a ride to Bretton 
Woods, N. H., about 400 miles 
away, where the Reform rabbis 
were meeting, I’d be two days in 
getting there, since I would have 
had to go back to New York City 
and start out again. 

The Post reported what action 
was taken the final day—the de- 
cision to call a special conven- 
tion this December, the entire 
convention to be devoted to this 
problem of change which has 
been vexing the movement for 
years. | I was allowed to read 
Rabbi Morris Adler’s paper in ad- 
vance, and I thought it was ex- 
cellent, setting the philosophical 
and historical ground for the 
need for change; but I didn’t get 
hold of Rabbi Jacob B. Agus’ pa- 
per on changes in Sabbath rules 
at all. 


There was some _ question 
whether the special convention 
would be called, since the word- 
ing of the resolution on it, left 
the matter to the discretion of 

, the executive and their de- 
cision was to depend on the feasi- 
bility of a special convention. Now 
the convention has been set defi- 
nitely and the three important 
papers will be delivered bv Rabbi 
Mordecai M. Kaplan, founder of 
the Reconstructionist movement, 
Rabbi Ben Zion Rosker and Rab- 
bi William P. Greenfeld. 

Rabbi Kaplan will speak on the 
relationship of the Rabbinical As- 
sembly, the Jewish Theological 
Seminary and the United Svnaco- 
gue, the three arms of the Con. 
servative movement in the Uni- 
ted States. z 

Rabbi Greenfeld will present a 
set of pronsals for chanres in 
Sabbath observance, along the 
lines of Rabbi Agus’ paner, which 
I missed hearing but whose con- 
tents I have since learned. Rabbi 
Bokser will discuss changes in 
services. 

Rabbi Agus in his paper at the 
Concord Hotel pointed out that 
all the evasions by which at- 
tempts are being made to absolve 
from wrongdoing those who 
drive on the Sabbath and make 
other infractions of the strict ob- 
servance—infractions which al- 
most all of us commit today—are 
legalistic attemnts to deal with 
the problem, attempts which are 
pitifully inadequate. 

Rabbi Agus went on to make 
a case for the setting up of a 
code of minimum observance, 
arguing that an_ all-or-rothing 
theory was dangerous. Taking 
up the matter of riding to ser- 
vices on the Sabbath, Rabbi Agus 
showed that unless the law is 
changed, both the rabbi and the 
congregation were guiltv of des- 
ecration of the Sabbath. Then his 
Committee on Law and Standarls 
proposed the followine core, 

pointing out that the reinterpre- 


ted minimum would offset the 

contemporary trend of slow decay 

and begin a new period of grow- 
th and vitality. 

The proposals are: 

To refrain from all avoidable 
work on Saturday, namely work 
not made necessary by the 
pressure of life; to refrain from 
all shopping, cooking, heavy 
work at home, and to abstain 
from smoking; to refrain from 
all activities not in keeping 
with the spirit of the Sabbath. 
The proposals popularize the 

positive ceremonies of kiddush, 
candle-lighting, havdalah, the 
Sabbath meal and learning and 
spiritual recreation, in addition 
to attendance at services every 
Saturday. 

The committee urged a national 
campaign for Sabbath observance 
and cited examples of reinterpre- 
tation of law in Jewish history 
to meet crises such as the one 
Judaism faces today; and then 
calls for bold leadership on the 
part of the Conservative move- 
ment. 

This brings you up to date. The 
Conservative movement, it seems 
to me, is about to take a bold 
step but one which has been 
long overdue, of course. 

There is hardly a congregation 
in the United States, whether 
Conservative or Orthodox, where 
riding to services is not the 
established practice. I have been 
told by leading Orthodox rabbis 
that they are not opposed to 
change but that they fear more 
the chaos which would result if 
change became the whim of the 
individual rabbi. These Orthodox 
rabbis wanted the change to be 
made officially, which in their 
case means by the rabbinate of 
Israel. 

I’m sorry it took me so long to 
be able to report to you on the 
last session of the Rabbinical As- 
sembly, but some rabbis fear the 
lay community. They don’t un- 
derstand that the Jewish com- 
munity is even more interested, 
if that were possible, than the 
rabbis themselves in the same 
problem. 

- * * 

I WANT TO say a word about 
Al Fleishman of St. Louis. Al 
writes a weekly column for our 
St. Louis edition and because Al 
has always been so active in Jew- 
ish life wherever I go I’m 
always sure to run into someone 
who remembers him from his 
war service days (Major Fleish- 
man to you) or his general sec- 
retarship of the Jewish War Vet 
erans, from his work after V-E 
day with the surviving Jews or 
from his present activity with 
the United Jewish Appeal and the 
National Community Relations 
Advisory Council. 

The reason Al bobs up here at 
the moment is that his firm, Fle- 
ishman, Hillard and Associates, 
has just moved into sumptuous 
new quarters at 408 Olive Stregt, 
in St. Louis. 

Al’s success has been phenom- 
enal and is almost a legend in the 
public relations field. His account« 
are railroads and public utilities, 
and the last time I talked to him, 
he was running round the coun- 
try doing personnel attitude sur- 
veys for large department stores 
and some of the largest factories 
in the U.S. Recently he was call- 
ed to Washington on an urgent 
appeal to do something about the 
lack of doctors in the military 
services. If you’ll notice reports 
that this situation has improved 
radically, you can give Al credit 
for it. 

Al is quite a guy. He’s Ortho- 
dox and a Jew to the core, and 
wants everyone to know it. 
He'll lay into the anti-Zionists 
as strongly as anyone, although 
St. Louis has one of the lar- 
gest American Council for Ju-

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Mr. Ben-Gurion’s Call To U. S. Jewish Youth 


HETHER or not the translation of what 
Premier David Ben-Gurion said about 
even 
against the wishes of the parents here, was awk- 


bringing U. S. Jewish youth to Israel, 


ward and thereby distorted what Ben-Gurion ac- 
tually said, is not as important as is an under- 
standing by the U. S. Jewish eommunity of the 
motivation of this statement and other state- 
ments made not only by Ben-Gurion but also 
by other Israeli leaders along the same lines. 

A basic part of Zionist philosophy has been 
and is that eventually anti-Semitism will develop 
in every nation to the point where that nation’s 
Jews will want to or have to leave. Up until 
now, this part of Zionist philosophy has been 
proven accurate. There is therefore little rea- 
son for Israel leaders—all of whom are con- 
firmed Zionists—to believe that what has hap- 
pened elsewhere will not happen in time in 
the United States. 

Of course, the German Jews were even more 
confirmed in their faith in Germany than are 
the Jews of the United States in our govern- 
ment and obviously they were tragically wrong. 
Still, that does not mean that violent anti- 
Semitism will inevitably come to the United 
States. 

The foregoing analysis will make it easier 
to understand why Ben-Gurion can make a 
statement like the one quoted in last week’s 
Post. 


Ben-Gurion did not say in his speech—or g 
least in that part of it transmitted to the Ap, 
glo-Jewish press—how he would bring ug 
youth to Israel against the wishes of the pay. 
ents, and The Post finds it hard to believe that 


that is what Ben-Gurion meant in so many 


words He could have meant that life in Israg 
will become so attractive for Jews that young 
Jews from all over the world will want to go 
there. 

Anti-Semitism is not a threat today to Jews 
in the U.S., and the attractions of life in Js, 
rael today are hardly an irresistable magnet 
to U. S. Jewish youth. When or if either’ of 
these things comes to pass, then the situation 
will be radically changed from present gir. 
cumstances and U. S. Jews will act according 
to the situation at that time. 

We can’t see much good in statements like 
that of Ben-Gurion, even though we understang 
why they are made. What Israel wants from 
the U. S. Jewish community is enough of its 
consecrated young people to add their capabj). 
ities to those now building the Jewish state, 
The appeal will have to be one on the basis 
of sacrifice, and identification with the Jewish 
people. Statements on any other basis not only 
serve no purpose and cause unnecessary con. 
fusion, but they also repel those’ young people 
who might otherwise be attracted by the need 
and the opportunity to serve. 


Zukerman Flops As A Ventriloquist 


OTHING more fantastic in months has 

been tried by dnti-Zionists than Mr. Wil- 
liam Zukerman’s puerile attempt to foist on 
Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, the man who thwart- 
ed presidents of the United States in his fight 
for U. S. recognition of Israel, the title of 
“philanthropic” Zionist. 

Dr. Silver, Mr. Zukerman writes, is a “phil- 
anthropic” Zionist as opposed to the traditional 
kind of Zionist (European is the word both Mr. 
Zukerman and Westbrook Pegler use to de- 
scribe the kind of program and people they 
thing Americans should oppose) that David 
Ben-Gurion is. 

As incontrovertible proof, Mr. Zukerman 
points out that Dr. Silver in answering Alfred 
Lilienthal, the American Council for Judaism 
official, in the Reader’s Digest, stated that Jews 
of the U. S. were loyal citizens. 


Mr. Zukerman’s analysis overlooks one de. 
cisive fact. He forgets that at the last conven. 
tion of the Zionist Organization of America, 
Rabbi Silver told the delegates that the Zion. 
ists of America will send thousands of U. §, 
Jewish youth to Israel as pioneers. Is that 
“philanthropic” Zionism? 

Mr. Zukerman can’t seem to make headway 
with his anti-Zionism, He may portray him. 
self as a reasonable Zionist taking opposition 
to “extremists” and thereby throw into the 
“extremist” class all who oppose him. That 
is not a new trick. But when he attempts to

How Long A Vacation? 


ST Rabbis started late Friday evening 

services with the first Friday in Septem- 
ber, but here and there some rabbis are open- 
ing their Friday evening services with the Rosh 
Hashonah services on Sept. 23. 

Last year when the lateness of the High 
Holy Days put off the first Friday evening 
servcies until well after Labor Day, it seemed 
that the lesson was learned that it is a mistake 
to drag the summer on for another month. 

In actuality, it is a mistake to close our hous- 
es of worship in summer altogether. Today the 
largest proportion of our Temples and syna- 
gogues conduct services right on through the 
summer, but only on a curtailed basis, usually 
without the rabbi. This is an invitation to for- 
get Judaism for two or three months or, as in 


the case of this year in Indianapolis, for four 
months. 

Late Friday evening services, with the rabbi, 
should go on all during the year. This is the 
most important service in practically all congre 
gations, and to conduct it only for 30 and 3% 
Friday nights is to cast a negative aspect on 
the service for the other Friday nights of the 
year. 

Our lay organizations all get underway right 
after Labor Day. There is hardly a Sisterhood 
or a Hadassah chapter or a B’nai B'rith or a 
Zionist group which hasn’t opened the fall 
year, The rabbis are entitled to a vacation 
They need a rest and spiritual recreation more 
than most of us; but the day of the extended 
vacation every summer is slowly passing. 


Current Comment 


The Daniel Frisch program for the Zionist 
Organization of America throws strength of 
ZOA into battle for Jewish survival in the U. 
S., says the Los Angeles VOICE—As was anti- 
cipated several months ago, the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America, under the direction of its 
new president, Daniel Frisch, has turned its 
powerful abilities to the issue of Jewish sur- 
vival in the United States 

This is not to say its classic program of Zion- 
ist effort is at all abandoned, The program en- 
dorsed at the recent sessions of the national ad- 
ministrative council and executive of ZOA em- 
braced projects in Israel, work in the U.S. in 
behalf of Israel, building of a spiritual bridge 
between the two countries, as well as efforts to- 
ward Jewish revival.

Contending that the cause 
of Jewish education in the United States has 
been lost by default after a neglect covering 
two generations, he warned “we are now faced 
with a situation which, if permitted to continye, 
will encompass our disappearance as a distin 

group in the United States” ’ 

The program proposes mapping out, in com 
sultation with all Jewish organizations, institu 
tions and agencies concerned with the prob 
lem of Jewish education and culture in the 
United States, of a “nationwide plan for carry 
ing the Hebrew language and literature into 
every Jewish household throughout the length 
and breadth of this land.” 

Further, the ZOA, through its membership, 
is invited to become the spearhead in a move 
ment towards the full democratization of Jew 
ish community life. To attain this goal the cree 
tion of a special Community Relations Commis 
sion to direct the long overdue drive for such 
democratization is proposed.

NEW STUDY DETAILS REJECTION 
OF JEWISH HOMELESS AFTER 1933

HIS HISTORY of the Jewish 
a wigration in the 19th and 
2th centuries divides itself into 
two unequal parts, with 1933 as 
the boundary between the an- 
guish and hope on one side and 
terror and desporation on the 
other. Ably marsnalled and docu- 
mented, the earlier period has 
nevertheless primarily an histori- 
cal, statistical or contributory in- 
terest. For this reviewer, af 
least, it is the 
material dealing 
with the period 
1933-1948 which 
has the morbid 
fascination of an 
amputation for 
a patient under 
a local anesthe 
tic. 

My own last 
immigrant an- 
eestor arrived in the United States 
100 years ago. He left East Prus- 
sia—as far as 1 can gather from 
family legend—for no inescapbly 
compelling reason, but rather in 
a spirit of curiosity and adven- 
ture, later amply demonstrated 
by a junket to Ireland (or Eng- 
land; the legend is vague) where 
he married a cousin who had 
already changed her name from 
Mohr to Moore. Being evidently 
an amiable fellow, he accepted 
her spelling and settled in Bom- 
bay. Why Bombay I cannot guess. 
He (being a true Moore) arrived 
in San Franciso in 1849, when 
normal immigrants were enter- 
ing at New York. However, he 
eventually got to the metropolis, 
was appointed to a job in the— 
but, I didn’t intend to write by 
family history. 





MOORE 


I was merely trying to point 
out that so atypical a migration 
could not take place today or 
indeed for a long time back. My 
grandfather apparently simply 
did not like Prussia; whether for 
the climate, weltanschauung, zei- 
tgiest, or simply from an esthe- 
tic distaste for the German volk 
is unrecorded. Further he cas- 
ually tried three different coun- 
tries before he finally favored the 
United States. 


Such an unhurried, urbane, 
and dignified approach would 
be fantastically unthinkable in 
world of quotas, visas, restric- 
tions, suspicions, hates, fears 
and: stupidities. 

For the Jew, the 19th Century 
was a century of dilemmas; to 
escape or endure persecution, to 

‘fly from or try to live through 
pogroms, to struggle in familiar 
Poverty or migrate to strange 
lands where the poverty might 
be mitigated or even—if the 
tales were believable—miraculou- 
ee 
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sly changed to an endurable ec- 
onomic status. The problem was 
a problem of scraping a small 
sum together or escaping the 
lazy vigilance of widely scattered 
frontier guards. Once either was 
accomplished, the whole worid 
lay before the man from Kasri- 
levke, Koenigsburg, or Krasno- 
yarsk. The United States, Canada, 
Argentina, South Africa, Austra- 
lia were all there for his choos- 
ing. Once away from eastern or 
central Europe he could elect to 
go anywhere——and if it didn’t 
suit him, move on. 
@ 

THE CHANGE CAME, not 
gradually, but overnight. The 
world, having shot away its re- 
sources in 1914-18, suddenly dis- 
that immigrants were 
not the valuable addition they 
had been thought. Bars went up, 
higher and higher bars, and the 
highest bars were always—expli- 
citly or implicitly—always in the 
paths of Jews. The situation was 
intolerable in 1921; it was hope- 
less in 1933. 

For with Haman loose on the 
world the desirable became the 
imperative, the inescapable—but 
the doors were either unani- 
mously closed or such a pitifully 
small crack was left open that 
it tantalized the victims rather 
than offered hope. “The attitude 
of the American consulates in 
Berlin, Hamburg and Stuttgart 
in charge of issuing visas proved 
highly disappointing. They were, 
to put it mildly, exceedingly slow 
in granting -immigration visas, 
contending that the prospective 
emigrants would become public 
charges. The Jewish social work- 
ers of that period know, how- 
ever, that many applicants with 
good credentials were likewise 
systematically refused by the con- 
Suls . . . Many thousands, per- 
haps tens of thousands annually, 
could have been saved in those 
first years of Nazism.

Men, women, 
and children, were tortured, de- 
ported gassed and cremated while 
the State Department polished 
its prose. And when the _ last 
comma was put in place in ac- 
cordance with protocol, the sug- 
gestion was for “exploratory con- 
versations”. 


In the meantime, “. . . In 
March, 1943, word reached Wash- 
ington... that 70,000 Jews in 
France and Rumania could be 
saved if funds would be deposi- 
ted in Switzerland. What followed 
were lengthy negotiations, for 
nearly seven months, between the 
Treasury and the State Depart- 
ment and between the latter and 
the British Foreign Office and 
Ministry of Economic Warfare. 
The attitude of the Foreign Office 
was that, after the liberation of 
this large number of Jewish peo- 
ple from the Nazis, the difficulty 
would arise where to place them. 
The Foreign Office therefore dis- 
approved of the entire plan. . 
Nothing accordingly, was done 
to rescue the 70,000 Jews from 
destruction.”

JERUSALEM—(W NS)— The 
reinterment of Theodor Herzl on 
the highest hill of Jerusalem was 
dramatic enough, but there was 
a plan brewing which might 
have made it even more of a 
world focussing event than it 
was. 

The father of the plan was the 
Prime Minister of Israel. He 
urged a policy of proclaiming 
Jerusalem the capital city of 
Israel and first giving notice to 
the world, reading the proclama- 
tion over the open grave of Herzl, 


* immediately after the coffin of 


Herzl was lowered to its resting 
place. 

This highly dramatic possibility 
was, however, voted down by 
the cabinet, which urged a wait- 
ing policy. Their argument was 
that if the U.N. General Assem- 
bly were to order the Israeli 
government to move back to Tel 
Aviv, the Cabinet would have 
no alternative but to resign. 
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The second annual convention 
at Camp Wel-met re-elected Ar- 
nulf M. >ins of Paterson, N. J., 
as chairman, together with an 
executive committee of 45.

Expulsion Of Detroit Chapter 


NEW YORK—The ouster of the Detroit Metropolitan chapter of 
the American Jewish Congress last May by the Congress executive 
committee was affirmed this week by the organization’s national 
administrative committee, top body of the Congress. 

The charter of the Detroit chapter was revoked on grounds of 


“wilful breaches of organizational 
discipline,” and deliberate and re- 
peated defiance of the Congress’ 
policy-making bodies. 


The administrative committee 
meeting also set Nov. 9 to 13 as 
the dates for the biennial con- 
vention of the Congress. One of 
the major tasks of the conven- 
tion will be to elect a successor 
to Dr. Stephen S..Wise, who died 
last April in the presidency. 


The suspension of the Detroit 
chapter followed the report of 
an investigating committee 
named last January by Dr. 
Wise. 

The Detroit chapter leaders 
said last June they would carry 
their fight against the ouster to 
the national convention. Wheth- 
er they still intended to do so, in 
the face of the administrative

British Back Israel 
Ai Lausanne Talks 


TEL AVIV—(WNS) A favor- 
able turn in British policy toward 
Israel is reported from Lausanne, 
where Palestine peace talks un- 
der United Nations auspices are 
now being held. The British 
representative there is said to 
favor the transfer of 100,000 
Jews now living in Iraq to Israel, 
while holding that Israel should 
pay a lump sum to the Palestin- 
ian Arabs who -have been dis- 
placed. 


The British representative, Sir 
Desmond Morton, believes that 
for the sake of a durable peace 
in the Middle East it is desirable 
that the Arab minority in Israel 
nor the Jewish minority in Iraq 
be not too large and that Israel’s 
offer to readmit 100,000 Arab 
refugees is the maximum com- 
patible with its security. The 
British attitude has taken by sur- 
prise the Israel and Arab dele- 
gates who are participating in 
the Lausanne peace talks.
